Wrllingdon A- Vice¬ 
roy of India Finds 
Much Favor 


BRITISH PRESS VOICES ITS AP¬ 
PROBATION OF CHOICE TO 
DIFFICULT POST 

INDIA HEARS NEWS WITH 

GREAT PLEASURE 

London, Dec. 20—(Canadian l*r. ss 
Cable) Announcement of the ap¬ 
pointment of Lord Willingdon as Vic 
croy of India has been receieved with 
general approbation by newspapers 1 
of various gi'ades of political ideas. 1 

"There is certainly no lack here of : 
distinguished service overseas," says 
the Times commenting on the appoin 1 
‘.merit, "nor of spccLl experience in 
‘ndm, neitlie,. is it to be regarded as ' 
■n appointment made for party con¬ 
siderations. Premier MacDonald may 1 
fairly claim he is carrying in that ad 
mirable tradition of indifference to 
considerations of this kind which led 
Rt. Hon. Stanley Baldwin, for inst¬ 
ance, to entrust the Indian statutory 
commission to Sir John Simon. 

‘The real doubt must be,’ continues 
the Times, whether at 64 with so 
many of continuous governorships he 
hind him. Viscount Willingdon can j 
in the nature of things, possess the 
physical strength, the freshness, re- ^ 
sources, capacity for world of rhetor 
tc needed in Delhi today more than in 1 
any previous period in the history of 
India. It is to be hoped that the brae 
ing climate and the comparative leis- j 
urc in Canada where he has won un¬ 
iversal popularity , may have given 
Lord Willingdon a new lease of act¬ 
ive life. 

TO TOW 11,000 TON DOCK TO 
NEW ZEALAND 

London, Englnd, Dec. 11; (Special 
to the Recorder)-- What is consitle:- 
ed one of the most unique c> ptructa 
ever awarded has been given Swan, 
Hunter and Wigl.am Richardson cf 
Wallsend on The Tyne to build a 17,- 
0D0 ton pontoon dock to be set up in 
Wellington, New Zealand. Afte' R 
v/.s built lhe problem of having it 
1 delivered in Wellington was solved 
by letting out tt contract lo a fiim 
called the L. Sink and Company's la 
ternation il Tugboat Servi te, of Rot¬ 
terdam, for the towing cf lhe d clc 
to New Zealand. 

The dock meoaufes 084 feet in 1 n 
gth and 1 8 feet in width and will be 
towed by two powerful tugs. An (be 
dock is tco wide 10 pass through the 
Panama Canal, the route followed 
uiill be via the Suez Gmal and Mac¬ 
assar and the Torres Strait u distance 
of approximately 13,500 miles, It in 
expected that the towage, the lrtigest 
J o.i record, will require about sovon 
months.

SPECIAL SESSION TO REHABIL 
ITATE FARM LIFE OF DOMINION 

Will there be two emergent sessi¬ 
ons of ihe Canadian Pailiament with¬ 
in six months? 

One was called last September 
vi thin six weeks of the election of 
Premier Bennett to deal wth unempl 
oyment. At that time there was a 
year old and serious but not acute 
prtablem of farm depression. Solu-1 
Ition of it had been attempted by the 
western Prairie Provinces. 

The months which have elapsed 
nlnce the September session of parlia 
ment have not indicated that provlnc 
ial efforts were successful. Conditions 
in the Prairie Provinces are beyond 
local control. They are predicted up¬ 
on local crop reverses and upon world 
market conditions. 

They are accentuated by conditions 
in other branches of industry which 
the September meeting of Parliament 
was designed to alleviate; but the 
lam conditions in many communities 
could not be foreseen In September 
and could not be materially beceflt- 
ted by the action then taken by the 
Government. 

Prcmie r Bennett, cabling from mid 
ocean, has declired that the position 
of -•jrlculture in Canada Is his first 
concern and that until It is properly 
readjusted he Iras on time for offic¬ 
ial welcomes. WWrt his decision on 
r,-rival will be Is not clear but the 
impession on Ottawa is that he will 
call parliament together at leaat a 
rr. <nth ear lier than he anticipated in 
order that the agricultural situation 
| mav be dealt with. 

The backbone of Canadian purcb- 
ain* power la the new wealth brot 
Into being each year by the grain 
flelda of Canada and until that pow¬ 
er is rehabilitated there Can be no re¬ 
turn of national prosperity.

Ottawa, Dec. 22; (Special tJ th- 
Recorder) -In the first nine m nth) 
of 1930 over 380,000 pounds of mn 1 
were carried by air mail services til 
Canada. One-half of the services oper 
ate out of Montreal. Tw 0 new servic¬ 
es are projected. One will cover th > 
route from Antos to Slscoe, newly 
settled districts In the NoitLwest 
Territories. The latter colls for 10 re 
turn trips during the winter end will 
be continued for four yc-rs. There 
are 500 aircrafts flying in Canada, 
and the number of pitots is 717, cf 
whom 403 arc commercial pilots.

Noted Economist Passenger on “Duchess of Bedford

A mong tho distinguished passengers on the “Duchess of Bedford" 
on her last run from England prior to undertaking the two popu¬ 
lar West Indies winter cruises organized by Canadian Pacific Steam¬ 
ships, was W. W. Swanson, M.A., Ph D . Professor of Economics at tho 
University of Saskatchewan. 'The Doctor, who Js one of the best- 
known figures In the public life of Western Canada, is regarded as 
an authority on its economic und sociological problems and has made 
several visits to Britain, Russia nnd other European countries to 
study agrarian problems. He is one of the authors of a recent vol¬ 
ume on the economics of the production of wheat and is a well- 
known writer and lecturer on this and allied subjects.- A native of 
Oshawa, Ont., ho graduated at Queen’s and later at the University 
or Chicago, and served on the faculty of Queen’s from 1908 till 1916, 
when he accepted his present appointment. He has served as chair¬ 
man on two Royal Commissions appointed by the Province of Sas¬ 
katchewan; one on Livestock Marketing, and the other, which re¬ 
ported this year, on Immigration and Land Settlement. He is also 
chairman oi the Committee investigating the Dairying Industry In 
that province.
